Knabe's flat and saw her body with a 
wound in the throat, she said she first 
called by telephone Augusta Knabe from 
her home in a distant part of the city.

EAPLOSION AT StA

Other Vessels of Flotilla Which

the torpedo boats Wilkes, Barney, De

The attempt of Dr. Frederick A. Cook 
of Brooklyn and the North Pole to re- 


establish his reputation here in the same 
hall where two years ago he lectured 
before the Danish royal family, the 
Royal Geographical Society and. the 
leadiug people of Denmark, was marked 
by a near riot. Dr. Cook was glad to 
be able to escape by the back door. , 

The hall was packed. On his appear- 
ance the explorer was greeted with 
mocking cheers, deafening drumming 
and cries of ‘‘Thief.’’ 

From the moment that it was an- 
nounced that Cook was returning to 
this city to lecture the people began to 
get excited, and the references in the 
newspapers strongly stirred them. There 
were threats of personal violence against 
Cook. 


a 
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Takes Precautions. 

Cook took the precaution to get police 
protection to the hall, and no violence 
was attempted, though insulting cries 
were hurled at him. When he rose to 
speak to the shouting mass of 1500 per- 
sons, Dr. Norman Hansen, Danish ex- 
plorer, formerly a warm supporter of 
the North Pole claimant, loudly de- 
nounced himi as a common swindler. 

Hansen was expelled by a °strong- 
arm squad on the order of the chair- 
man. Cook then talked for an hour, 
illustrating his recital with Jantern 
slides. The audience roared at the pic- 
tures and called them stolen post 
cards. 

Goes Out Back Door. 

The explorer’s address consisted main- 
ly of his original lecture. He posed as 
&@ martyr, declared Peary an imposter, 
and asserted the Danish verdict, though 
inspired by justice, was not final. Cook 
threw a picture of the North Pole tipon 
the screen. The audience became so 
hostile that Cook had to hurry from 
the platform. His supporters stood 
manfully by him, and the police got 
Cook out of the hall by a back door 
and escorted him to his hotel by side 
streets, the people following all the 
way. Cook's carriage was surrounded 
by a crowd who threw eggs and apples. 
A police guard was put in the hotel.

WILL RELIEVE ARCHBISHOP 





Each Parish to .Have Separate 
Financial Existence by Mgr. 


Falconio’s Order. 





A parish corporation, consisting of 


Archbishop Glennon, one of his vicars- 
general, the pastor and two laymen, will 
be organized’ in every Catholic parish 
in St. Louis te hold its property, under 
a new ruling issued by Mgr. Falconio, 
Apostolic Delegate to the United States. 
The ruling applies to all dioceses where 
the parish corporation plan has not been 
adopted, and where the title to all prop- 


erty is vested in the name of the bishop. 
Under the new arrangement, prelates 
will cease to be the nominal owners Or; 
diocesan property, and will be allowed 
to hold their own property in their own 
names, a privilege practically denied 
‘hem by the present system. 

Archbishop Glennon, as the head of 
ene of the wealthiest dioceses in the 
United States, holds property whose to- 
tal value’ is estimated at $40,000,000. 
Everything.‘ held in his name is the 
church’s property, and while he car 
possess a private bank account during 
his life, it can be, clainied by the church 
in the event of his death. 

The Archbishop is out of the city. A 
copy of Mgr. Falconio’s decree Has been 
received by. the Rev. Father Phelan. 
He says he believes bishops generally 
will welcome the relief from their pres- 
ent financial burdens, and that the laity, 
which furnishes the money, will be 
pleased with having representation in 
its expenditure. The new rule will ap- 
ply, he said, in most’ states except New 
York, where the parish corporation plan 
is now in force. . 

This is the second important rule af- 
i feeting the business managément of St. 
bois Catholic churches received itn the 
jast few days. The first was for the 
abolition of the system of selling church 
sittings by ticket at the church door.

WRIGHT GLIDER 


WITHOUT MOTOR, IN 
AR TEN MINUTES 


Aeroplane Rises on a High Wind, 
Soars 200 Feet, and Then 
Stays Motionless. 


BALANCES LIKE A_ BIRD 


Inventor Believes in Steady Gale 
He Could Keep Machine 
Aloft Indefinitely. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post. 
Dispatch. 
MANTEO, N. C., Oct. 25.—In an aero- 


plane wihout power, Orville Wright 
broke the world’s free gliding. record 
by remaining in the air 10 minutes and 
one second. This exceeded his own 
record by eight minutes and 46 seconds, 
and means that when the present glider 
is perfected man may soar aloft an un- 
limited time, provided he is favored by 
high winds. It does not mean, however, 
'that the problem of aerial navigation 
has been solved, as no soaring can be 
done in a calm. 


A few days ago, when Wright man- 
aged to stay in the air a minute and 15 
seconds, the feat was considered mar- 
vellous. The new record fairly amazed 
the witnesses, for not only had Wright 
remained up, but had flown before a 
40-mile gale in a machine not built for 
such speed, and had maintained abso- 
lute control. 

Stays True Before Gusts. 

The wind was blowing 40 miles an 
hour when the aviators carried the ma- 
chine to the top of a big sand dune 
yesterday and placed it in position. In 
another instant it was shooting upward 
to a height of 200 feet, with Wright 
manipulating the levers. The wind was 
coming in quick gusts, but the graceful 
craft never wavered. Once up where 
he wanted her Wright turned her on an 
even keel and she floated in the air as 
steadily as a ship rides a calm sea. 
Over a spot less than ten yards square 
she rested for two minutes. She stood 
motionless save for slight tremors of 
the planes as they answered the levers, 
and then slowly backed up over the 
crest of the hill. Then she went for- 
ward into her old position and remained 
there while the gale sang through her 
canvas. The third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth minutes passed and still she hung 
suspended. 

At that instant the plane started 
downward and seemed about to alight, 
but when two feet from the hill she 
stopped and hovered over the spot like 
a living thing. Soon she began to rise 
and in a flash she was back once more

This glider, patterned after 
our former design, but without a mo- 
tor, has proved, with the improvements 
we have made in efficiency of control 
since we have come here, the best glider 
in the world. She is one-third the 
weight of the regular one, but the same 
dimensions and to glide her through a 
40-mile gale is something of a task. 
She was not intended for any such 
speed, as we call it, and that she stood 
it so well pleases me Immensely. 

Flight Was Most Difficult. 

“The flignt was the most difficult I 
ever attempted in ae glider, or I 
suppose that ever was attempted. 
“VYhe wind was fluky and a «anoll 
in the hillside bothered me. In 
fact, I would. not have liked to try sail- 
ing from old Kill Devi! Hill this after- 
noon in a power much stronger. No, 
we have not solved the problem of aerial 
navigation, but we have established the 
witnout motor: if we can get wind 
enough.” . 

No attempt was made to try out the 
stabilizing device and it is not likely 
that it will.be attached in the trials 
here.

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THE WATER METER PROBLEM. 

In order to make clear to water consumers what 
the proposed change from flat rates to meter rates 
for residences means, the following provisions of 
the reviged code are cited. 

The meters will cost the consumer nothing di- 
rectly. Section 2498 provides that the Board of 
Public Improvements shall procure all meters, the 
cost to be paid by the city. This means that the 
taxpayers wil] have to pay for the 100,000 or more 
meters that will be needed. 

Flat rates are as low as $2 per annum for houses 
with three rooms or less, increasing in a ratio 
which makes it cheaper in certain cases for larger 
houses—four to five rooms, $3; six rooms, $4; 
seven rooms, $5; eight rooms, $6; nine rooms, $7; 
10 rooms, $8, and so on. A 20-room house is $13, 
and houses with more than 20 rooms are assessed 
at 50 cents for each additional room. 

Under the present ordinance, the meter rate is 








25 cents per 1000 gallons when the quantity usedg 


averages 1000 gallons a day or less; 20 cents per 
1000 gallons when it averages 1000 to 2500 gallons; 
15 cents when it averages 2500 to 5000: 13 cents 
when it averages 5000 to 10,000; 11 cents when it 
averages 10,000 to 25,000. And above 25,000 gal- 
lons a day, 8 cents per thousand, which is the 
manufacturers’ rate. 

It is evident that this rating was fixed for man- 
ufacturing and commerciai plants, and is ill adapt- 
ed for residence rating. Under it, the poor man, 
who never uses up to 1000 gallons a day, is 
charged much heavier rates than the wealthy 
man, with a big residence, who uses large quanti- 
ties of water a day. But, when both were charged 
according to meter showing, the city would be put 
to no more expense inspecting the poor man’s 
meter than that of the rich consumer. 

There is no doubt that under the meter system, 
with the possible exception of the consumer in a 
palatial residence, the annual cost of water would 
average much higher than it does now under the 
flat rate. And, of course, the tendency would be 
to economize in the use of water. The conscious- 
ness that every gallon was being checked off by 
the meter would inevitably have the effect of de- 
terring the consumer from that free use of water 
which is so necessary to health, sanitation and 
beauty in a city. Lawns would be neglected and 
sidewalks would go unfiuyshed. This would un-

Witt the Water Department on thé 
sound financial basis now shown, while preventing 
waste, the aim should be to encourage the people 
to use the water freely in and about their homes, 
with the object of conserving the public health 
and making the residence districts as attractive as 
possible.

Water Meters and Sanitation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

From the columns of your paper I see that a 
new yoke is to be placed upon the people, and this 
is the water meter.* I was informed at the office 
of the Water Department that, according to the 
law, the Water Commissioner has a right to place 
a meter on any premises he sees fit. ‘In my dis- 
trict the water meters were placed in free of 
charge. When a meter bill is rendered for the 
first six months, a deposit is required of equal 
amount of the bill; if the bill is in excess the next 
time, an additional deposit is required. When the 
meter is out of order it will be repaired by the 
Water Department and the bill rendered to ihe 
consumer. The writer was politely informed that 
the water registered by the. meter -will be much 
cheaper than by the fl#t-rate system, but this is 
under no circumstances true with the present rate. 
The writer knows from experience that the meter 
works hardships on people of modest means, and 
that sanitary conditions are impaired and real 
estate operations retarded. We have gotten along 
successfully without meters for many years past, 
when the city was small. Why can we not con- 
tinue when it is large?

Imagination May Be So Acute 
He Resorts to Subterfuge as 
Kimmel Claimant. 











HAS NG SCAR ON EYE 





Physicians Agree That Operation 
on Kimmel Would Surely 
Have Left Mark. 





The Kimmel identity mystery was dis- 
cussed Tuesday night by the S8t. Louis 
Society of Medical Research, meeting 
gt the Marquette Hotel. The physi- 
gians in attendance argued the ques- 
tion whether the physical differences 
between George A. Kimirel and the 
man known as A. J. White, who de- 
clares that he is Kimmel, can be scien- 
tifically reconciled, 


The discussion followed,a paper read 
by Frederick H. Bacon; a lawyer, coun- 
sel for merAbers of the Kimmel family. 
He presented arguments to show that 
White, whose recent appearance in 
Niles, Mich., attracted wide attention, is 
not Kimmel. 

The discrepancies 
Bacon set forth in his paper to show 
that the two men are widely different 
persons are an apparent 10 years’ 
aifference in age between the men, a 
difference of several inches in their 
height, the brown hair and mustache, 
sound teeth, hazel brown eyes of Kim- 
mel before his disappearance and the 
sandy hair and mustache, decayed teeth, 
and: staring blue eyes of White. Kim- 
mel’s ears were symmetrically placed, 
while one of White’s is lower than the 
other and Kimmel had a tattoo mark 
on his left arm, only faint marks of 
which are discernable on White’s arm, 

“The difference in height can easily 
be accounted for,” said Dr Edward 
Francis Brady, secretary of the so- 
ciety. ‘‘From birth to the age of 9 
years there is a shrinkage in height of 
about four inches in the normal person. 
The lapse of years may -be responsible 
for White’s being shorter than the 
original Kimmel.”’ 

Ilimess Might Decrease Height. 

Dr. Scott Parsons said that he knew 
of cases where iliness caused a de- 
crease in height. He said that his 
father in an illness of two years lost 
two inches in height. 
“As for the color of the hair,” con- 
tinued Dr. Parsons, ‘‘that can be ac- 
counted for both by disease and physical 
neans. Bleaching could make brown 
huir sandy if there could be any reason 
why bleaching should be required. How- 
ever, if White is Kimmel, the color of 
the hair was more likely changed 
through disease. Tuberculosis produces 
such changes, as do other diseases, 


cayed through disease. A disease from 
which I understand White is suffering 
will cause the teeth to decay. And 
that same diseas® has been known to 
change the pigmentation of the eye. A 
full, rich brown eye may be faded to @ 
staring blue, although usually only one/ 
eye is affected. Tuberculosis is anoth- 
er disease which has been known to 


eye pigments.” 

Time Short for Chauge. - 
The other members agreed that thg 
change could be broyght about by dis- 
ease, although they were not agreed on 
how long it would take gor such a 
change to come about, It was the gen- 
eral opinion that the change probably 
would not take place in so shert a time 
as the few years between the disap- 
pearance of Kimmel and the appearance 
of White. 
“The tattoo marks could be removed," 
said Dr. Paul R. Fletcher, “by means of 
a solvent. I think bichloride of mercury 
would do it. Very little disfigurement 
of the tissues is produced by the tattoo 
needle and I believe if the color was 
disselved the effect would be as Bacon 
describes on White's arm. 
‘Change of the relative position ef the 
ears would also be possible in a case 
where the teeth were decayed. The loss 
of teeth would pgrmit the jaw bene tg 
drop and result in jowering the lobe of 
the ear. Decayed teeth could aceoynt, 
too, in a large degree for the changes 
in puysiognomy.” 

No Scar en Eye, 

One of the things which the physicians 
could not account for satisfactorily wag 
that no trace ef an Operation an one of 
White’s eyes for pterygium, a growth 
on the cornea, had been detected, Kim- 
mel had sueh an operation perfermed 
before his disappearance and the physi- 
clans agreed that a scar would he left 
although it might be so small that it 
| cauld be detected Only through the aid 
of a microscope. 
Dr.*Brady said the mental cona:tion 
of White might be attributed to par- 
anoia, the patient imagining that he is 
sameone else so strongly that he uses 
every device to substantiate the decep- 
tion. The reasoning power of paranoics 
is very acute, Dr. Brady declared, and 
was often more highly developed than 
in the normal person. 
Once Impersonated W. L. Dougiaszs. 
An incident told by Bacon in regar 
to White may substantiate the paranoic 
idea or it may indicate that White is 
deliberately an imposter. Bacon gaid 
that at one time White went inte e

“In the famous Tichborne case the 
mother of Sir Roger Tichborne accepted 
Arthur Orton as her son and edused 
somé famous remarks by the judge in 
the case about mother instinct, but I 
think that the identification in that case 
was due to the reluctance of the mother 
to believe that her son was dead. A 
mother might accept someone else as 
her child, but I do not believe it possi- 
ble for her to renounce a child,”
